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ABSTRACT 

This bibliography on the minority aged consists of 
368 references. The term "minority" is defined by participation ii; a 
racial ethnic group. The first section provides references to the 
general gerontological literature dealing with aging in western 
and/or industrial societies. The second section provides references 
on the cultural context of aging. It includes, ant hropological and 
cross cultural studies. The third section is devoted to minority 
groups. Its first concentration provides references on general topics 
such as urban areas, low income groups, ethnicity, and race. The 
second concentration of references compares several racial/ethnic 
groups; for instance one may find here comparisons between Mexican 
Americans, blacks, and whites. The last group of references are 
broken down into individiial ethnic groups as follows; Filipino 
Americans, Poles, Jews, American Indians, Asian Americans, Mexican 
Americans, Cubans, Puerto Ricans, Spanish Speaking and Blacks, 
Although arranged by ethnic groups,- these studies usually make, 
comparisons with other groups, particularly with whites. A subject

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INTRODUCTION 



The number of elderiy in fhe Unifed Sfafes was calculafed af fhree 
million in fhe early I900's, An esfimafed number of 30 million is expecfed 
for fhe year 1985, This rapid rafe of growfh has broughf abouf o number of^ 
projiems which have necessifafed expedienf ocfion. In order fo remediafe 
fhc^e problems, fhe nof ion's commlfmenf fo sfudy fhe psychosocial, 
cognifive, and biological concomifanfs of oging, and fhe various forces 
fhaf influence fhe aging process has increosed vasfly. For fhe mosf porf, 
however, geronfological research hos been conducfed on fhe moinsfream oged 
(whife-middle class), while meager affempfs have been made fo sysffjmaficolly 
sfudy fhe aged who belong fo racial and/or minorify groups. 

Alfhough excepfions can be found in fhe documenfafion on fhe black 
aged (due parfly fo Jacquelyne Jockson's confribuf ions) by ond lorge, fhe 
aged who belong fo ofher minorify groups who populafe Americon rurc! ond 
urban areas remain undersfudled. This opparenf neglecf can perhops be ex- 
plained in ferms of fhe lack of an appropiafe research fromework fhof can be 
used fo sfudy fhe individuals in fhese groups, ond In fhe lack of researchers, 
also members of minorify groups, fo conducf fhe Invesfigofions. Also of Im- 
portance is fhe facf fhaf in mosf previously reported geronfologico! reseorch, 
fhe focfor of efhnicify and rhe effects of roce and culfure om the oged have 
been seriously neglecfed. 



Wifh fhe number of minorify group elderly increasing, and wifh fhe 
rising social clamor for equalify and for an end fo discrimination, fhere is an 
urgent- need fo sfudy fhese groups, fheir special problems and needs, and fhe 
effecfs of efhnicify and culfure upon fhe aging process. 

This bibliography is an affempf fo compile fhe available references on 
minority group elderly, where minorify is defined by participafion in a racial/ 
efhnic group. The firsf secfion provides references fo fhe general geronfological 
literature dealing with aging in western and/or industrial societies. The second 
section provides references on the cultural contexts of aging. It includes 
anthropological and cross-cultural studies. The third section is devoted to 
minority groups. Its first concentration provides references on general topics 
such as urban areas, low income groups, ethnicity, and race. The second 
concentration of references compares several racial/ethnic groups; for instance, 
one may find here comparisonr* between Mexican Americans, blacks, and whites. 
The lost group of references are broken down into individual ethnic groups as 
follows: Filipino Americans, Poles, Jews, American Indians, Asian Americans, 
Mexican Americans, Cubans, Puerto Ricans, Spanish Speaking, and Blacks. 
Although arranged by ethnic groups, these studies usually make comparisons \vith 
other groups, particularly with whites.
